SOS 
COAST ROUTES TO THE YUK- 
ON. 
The Victoria Colonist reports regard- 


ing coast‘routes to the Yukon that the 
White pass is open for the transportat- 
ion of goods. It is a graded trail from 
Scag way bay,five miles south of Dyea,to 
the summit, a distance of sixteen miles. 
From the summit to Windy arm, on 
Tagish lake, there is a blazed trail 
through open and level country. A 


pack train can reach Tagish lake from | 


Scagway bay in less than two days. 
Tagish bay is the head of the Lewis 
fork of the Yukon river. The trail 
was made by the British Yukon Comp- 
any, and there area number of horses 
at the bay for carrying. (Jf this report 
is correct the chief obstacle on the 
Dyea iniet route to the Yukon, namely 
the costly portaging for 20 miles over 
a steep mountain on mens backs, is 
avoided). 

Another route, which is occupying 
much attention at Victoria, is that by 
the Stickeen river, which is navigable 
to Telegraph creek, 148 miles from the 
sea. From there to Lake Teslin is 150 
miles, and John Callbreath, surveyor, 
has been over the route this spring. 
His report reached Victoria yesterday. 
The trail is entirely feasible, and a de. 
putation of Vittoria business men was 
to wait on the provincial government 
to-day to urge an expense of $25,000, 
or whatever more may be necessary, to 
put the trail in shape. The outlet of 
Lake Teslin is the Hootalinqua river, 
in which there is four feet of water at 
the driest season of the year, and a 
steamer can run from the head of the 
Jake to Bebring sea, a distance of pro- 
bably 2,500 miles, without interrupt- 
ion. «A railway company has been or- 
ganized to construct a line from Telo- 
graph creek to Teslin lake.”

THE MACKENZIE ROUTE. 


The Hamilton Spectator publishes 
a lung article advocating the Edmon- 
ton and Mackenzie river route: to the 
; Yukon on the authority of H. H. 
| Heming, who accompanied Mr. Whit- 
ney, of Harper’s Magazine, part of the 
way on his trip to the Barren Grounds. 
The Spectator gives the following 
table of distances: 


Edmonton to Athabasca Landing, 90 
To Fort McMurray, 240

The journey would be by rail to 
| Edmonton, by wagon to Athabasca 
Landing, by boat down the Athabasca. 
/and Mackenzie to Fort Macpherson, 

Peel’s river post, without unloading 
|except at Fort Smith where there are 
|four short portages. The Hudson’s 
Bay Company, however, in their 
|transport business throw the four 
| short portages into one long one, over 
| which freight is hauled in wagons. 

The Hudson’s Bay Company have a 
| steamer on the stretch of the Atha- 
basca from the Landing to Grand 

tapids about 160 miles. From Grand 
|Rapids to Fort McMurray the river 
is not navigable for steamers, but 
| freight is run down in large row boats 
| without poriaging. From McMurray 

a Hudson’s Bay steamer runs to Fort 

Smith Portage and from Fort Smith 

to Fort Macpherson another Hudson’s 

| Bay steamer runs. In this stretch 
there is no break in the navigation 
| From Fort Macpherson there is a 
portage of from 60 to 80 miles to the 
Porcupine, or north branch of the 
Yukon. The Hudson’s Bay Company 
transport their goods for Yukon trade 
across this portage on men’s backs in 
summer and by dog train in winter. 
| There is another route, however, by 
which row boats can be taken clear 
| through, with a portage of only three- 
| quarters of a mile. By this route 
there is not more than 35 miles_be- 
| tween steamboat navigation on the 
waters of the Mackenzie and of 
| the Poreupine rivers. Once on the 
Porcupine there is good navigation to 
any part of the Yukon. Unfortunate- 
ly the Porcupine joins the Yukon in 
Alaska about 300 miles below the 
Klondyke gold fields. This distance 
would be up stream. All the rest of 
the journey would be down stream. 
The parties now outfitting for this 
route propose to cross the Peel river 
portage in the winter, and do not ex- 
pect to reach the gold fields with 
their supplies until next spring. They 
believe, however, that they can during 
the winter cross over to the Klondkye 
diggings, taking a route followed by 
| surveyor Ogilvie some winters ago. 
| The advantage of the Mackenzie route 
|is that men can by their own labor 
land a very large stock of provisions 
at least as near the diggings as the 
| salt water end of the Chilcoot pass. 
They have the chance of striking 
| something good on theirown account on 
| the road,and in any case t’.3 provisions 
| landed at Fort MacPhers are worth 
|far more than their cost, for trading 
| purposes. This route is attracting a 
great deal of favorable attention at 
present, and if there were zood sum- 
jimer transport across the Peei river 
| pass it would doubtless be the favor- 
|ite Yukon route. But this route 
closes early and it will soon be too 
late to take it for this season. 


|NEW YORK TO THE YUKON. 
A letter dated July 23rd, was re- 


ceived from New York on Thursday 
night, enquiring as toa possible route 


from Edmonton to the Yukon. The 
letter says : 
Several Canadians here in New 


York are desirous of reaching the new 
| gold fields in the upper portion of the 
| Dominion adjoining Alaska, and are 
| of the belief that a good route could be 
(found, if not already known, from 
| Edmonton overland via Athabasca 
| Landing, through either via the Nelson 
{river and down the Mackenzie toa 
point directly east of the Klondyke 
district, or directly through by all land. 
If this could be accomplished by 
parties starting from Edmonton, say 
Sept. Ist, even if it took four months 
to make the trip it would make your 
town a main outfitting point and I 
could send thousands there. The 
| Hudson’s Bay Co. has stations all the 
way through to the mouth of the Mac- 
kenzie river 1 am informed, and guides 
from their trappers should be available 
for such a trip with dogs and sleds io 
| carry the necessary provisions—say 
|eight hundred to a thousand pounds— 
_to each man going into the mines. 
| This should reach you by the evening 
|of the 29th, and if yon can state 
| that the route is feasible I would ask 
| you to wire me at my expense and 
state approximate distance and write 
| me as fully as possible.
